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ELEPHANT SEALS 

an Tuesday, June 22, r926. Eagle Boat No. 3’4 left San. 
Diego for Guadalupe Island on a quest for Elephant Seals. This; 
island contains the only known herd of these huge animals in the 
world, and the Mexican Government, realizing: the importance of 
preserving the remnants of the once countless thousands, made the 
island a game preserve and guarded it to prevent poaching After 
much persuasion the Mexican Government finally gave permission 
to the San Diego Zoo to capture one male and two females. Then 
came the question how to get them. As usual Postmaster Dort and. 
Lieutenant McNulty, in their desire: to do anything; to help San 
Diego, placed the Naval Reserve and the Eagle Boat at our dis¬ 
posal. Early Wednesday morning the expedition landed and 
shortly after noon one large bull and two females were on the boat. 
Picture to yourself three large cages on the beach, one containing, 
an animal weighing between 2,500 and 3,000 pounds, the other- 
two containing the females, which weighed about 2,000 pounds: 
each, combers nearly twenty feet high breaking upon the beach, and 
you will have some idea of the magnitude of the task of convey¬ 
ing: these cages to the boat which was anchored about one-half mile- 
off shore The boat which was to tow them to the ship was upset 
several, times but finally the cages were safely lashed on the deck of 
the ship and everyone heaved a sigh of relief. Profiting by the 
experience gained two years ago, when one of the two seals being 
brought to the zoo died, a hose was kept playing upon the seals al¬ 
most constantly, and in consequence all three arrived in splendid 
condition. 

The ship arrived at San Diego about noon on Thursday, the 
three large trucks which were in readiness upon the pier were load¬ 
ed with their precious freight, and the trip to their future home 
started. The two females were uncrated first and were welcomed 
by our old resident "Barney” who rubbed noses with them, ex¬ 
pressed his delight at seeing them, and told them what a wonderful 
place San Diego was. The big bull was also welcomed by “Bar¬ 
ney,” who, after allowing them to bask on the sand for a short 
time, mindful of his duties as host, led the way into the water 
where they all disported themselves and seemed perfectly at home. 

Once more the Zoo has been the means of advertising San 
Diego throughout the country, for the capture and exhibit of these 
seals has aroused widespread interest, and moving pictures were 
taken of the event, which are being shown in the best theatres in 
all the large cities of the country. 
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We have also received a ship¬ 
ment of Prairie Dogs from Colo¬ 
rado, which are temporarily housed 
m one of the vacant monkey cages.

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SAN DIEGO ZOO’S NEW RESEARCH HOSPITAL 

Thanks'to the public spirited generosity of a staunch friend of 
the Society wC are able to announce’ that a Zoological Hospital and 
Research Laboratory will be built on the' zoo ground's immediately 
north of the California Building. Ground was broken July first 
and a new road has been constructed leading into the- zoo grounds.. 
This road will lead direct to the zoo exhibits, and, it is exipected,. 
will prove to be the most popular entrance. 

Tentative plans were first drawn and dispatched to the heads 
of most of the country’s leading hospitals, colleges and other 
scientific institutions with the request that they study them and 
favor the Society with suggestions and criticisms. Thanks to the 
general feeling of interest, many very helpful and constructive 
suggestions were received and the original plans were modified 
in accordance with the concensus of opinion. 

It is felt that this hospital will not only prove of great value 
to the zoo through its help in keeping the exhibits healthy, but 
also in ascertaining the true cause of deaths. 

The facilities of this institution with its departments of 
chemistry, physics, serology, histology, pathology, marine life, 
mechanics, cystology, metabolism and dietetics will not only be at 
the disposal of the local medical profession, but will be of great 
interest to visiting physicians and scientists who may wish to 
study animal diseases and their relations to those of human beings, 
and to carry on other research work of a similar nature. 

The research committee of the Zoological Society plan also 
to place the findings of their scientific investigations, as well as 
the laboratories and equipment, at the disposal of the Biological 
Survey Bureaus of both the state and federal Departments of Agri- 
culture. 

The building will contain various laboratories, a museum, 
a library, an electrocardiograf room, an X-ray room, record rooms, 
equipment for dispensing medicines, standard solutions, etc., a dark 
room, an animal hospital and an isolation room for the reception 
of new live specimens. On the grounds, adjacent to the mam 
building, will also be stables for housing some of the larger 
animals.

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HOW TO SEE THE ZOO 

The Directors of the Society are very glad to be able to an¬ 
nounce that, through the generosity of a friend of the Society, two 
busses have been purchased and are now making sightseeing trips 
through the grounds. The trip occupies one hour, the fare has 
been fixed at 25 cents and a short lecture is given at each of the 
exhibits. These busses fill a long felt want and are greatly ap¬ 
preciated by our visitors. 

Should you desire to walk the following route has been found 
most feasible: After pasing through the Administration Build¬ 
ing, turn to the left and visit the Reptile House. Immediately 
in front of this building is the seal lagoon containing four Ele¬ 
phant Seals, the only ones in captivity in the world. Then one 
comes to the monkey cages and just south of them are the horse¬ 
shoe cages, containing small birds, and the Eagle s cage. Directly 
across the mesa, past the monkey cages, are the Parrots, then the 
Chimpanzees, Baboons and Gibbons.. Turn to the right at the 
turtle ponds down a little slope then pass in front of the McRae 
cages containing a fine exhibit of burrowing animals and some 
birds. Turning to the left of these cages one can inspect the 
balance of the turtle pens and then the flying cage, which is the 
largest structure of this kind in the world. Passing down the 
steps by the side of this cage one comes successively to the goose 
pond, the duck pond, the Sarus Cranes and the Emus. Then art 
the Peccaries and, turning to the left, we come to the Alligator 
pond and to the Sea Gulls and Pelicans. Retracing our steps we 
pass several bird enclosures and so reach the Seal pond which is 
a replica of the Lower Otay Dam, built on a 1-10 scale. Turn- 
ing to the right we come to the Mountain Lion, Tiger and Lion 
grottoes. Next is the Swan pond and, continuing up the road 
to the top of the hill, we see the little Kaola Bear sitting in the 
Eucalyptus tree. A turn to the left will bring you to the Camel 
and Elephant compounds. Retracing our steps we turn to the 
left around the Warehouse and come to the Deer Park which also 
contains Goats, Kangaroos, Elk, Zebras, etc., etc. On our way 
back to the exit we pass the Bear grotto.
